\ Columbus, June 6.—At the 
grand 


jury's next paitlal report, expected the 
latter part of this week, indictments 
may be returned against several bribe 
givers. This became known today but 
neither Prosecutor Turner nor Assist- 
ant McGee would admit it Represen- 
tative Evans remained on the stand 
before the grand jury an*will resume 
his testimony this afternoon. He had 
regained his composure today 
and 


seemed like a man who had lifted a 
load from his mind. 


Evans is under the constant scrutiny 


of Couhty Detective McGannan, be- 
cause of stories that parties damaged 
by his confession would like to get an 
opportunity to talk to him. 


Columbus, Juno 6 — Two hours 


after the court fined Representative 
Evans, of Stark county, $500 for con 
leased bribery, the money was paid 
over bjr his attorneys, which circum 
stance creates considerable comment 


Following the plea and sentence 


the grand jury repotted another in 
dietment Against .Evans. 
In this he 


was charged with having solicited 
bribe of $400 from John C. Sharre. 
of Alliance, in connection with the 
same bill. To this, however, he was 
not asked to plead. 


In many respects Evans has been 


an enigma to his associates Though 
elected by wet support, he voted dry 
on both wet bills in the legislature 
And though he professed 
that 
ho 


voted aginst the Dean bill for "moral 
reasons," he stands Indicted for so- 
liciting a bribe from a Canton brewer 
to vote for the bill. 


Word comes from Canton that the 


Liberal adherents of Evans' own town 
are expressing their thankfulness that 
he voted against the Dean bill 


The present case against Evans 


was the result of the work of the 
Bradbury detective agency of Cleve- 
land, who dug out the loan agent 
evidence. 


One indictment against Evans was 


returned in connection with an action 
committed as a member of the so- 
called "steering" or calendar com- 
mittee. 
This subordinate body was 


appointed early in April by Speaker 
Samuel J. Vining, and consisted ol 
seven members 
It had the power 


to arrange upon the calendar of the 
day ti»f> bills for final passage in the 
order in which they should be con- 
sidered. 
Primarily this power was 


given to facilitate business by ad- 
vancing the more 
important 
mea 
eures. 


But it was- found that Evans al- 


ways took a stand against reporting 
important measmes to 
the 
house 


Among thp bills he blocked in com- 
mittee was that of Senator Haas, to 
regulate loan agencies, which was be- 
ing vigorously fought by the chattel

width as Neal Place and he thought 
it advisable for the matter to be re- 
lerred to the street committee, so 
they could go out and look over the 
ground. A motion referring the plat
